That was the surprisingly simple implication of a federal reserve 


board survey of consumer buying prospects for the January 5-March 
5 period. Announced yesterday, it boils down to this: 


Unless they've changed their 


minds in the past 2% months, the 
American people have both the 
money and the desire for record 
quantities of goods—but at some- 
what lower prices.

Washington, June 16— (AP)— 


"Aw, let Harry do it." 
Congress may wind up saying 


that after talking: big for SIX 
months about cutting government 
expenses. 
It has an obligation to do any 


cutting that is done, but it's in 
* mood now to shove the job off 
on President Truman. 
Last January Mr. Truman told 


congress how much money would 
be needed to run the government 
for the fiscal year starting July 1. 


(Those f/ures, checked over by 


experts of the budget bureau 
whose job is to cut where they 
can, were put together by the 
various government departments 
and agencies.) 


After Mr. Truman outlined the 


money needed, the 
department 


heads started a long parade to 
the capitol. 


There, one by one, they sat down 


with the appropriation committees 
to give their reasons for asking 
this or that money 


The members of the appropria- 


tions committees are really the 
watchdogs of the American peo- 
ple over what money the govern- 
ment spends. 


Job Is To Cut 


And it's their job to make cuts 


if they think less money is needed 
than is asked for. 


Then the committees draw up 


bills for the full house and senate 
to vote on. The bills say just 
how much the appropriations com- 
mittees think each department or 
agency needs. 


Since the committee members 


are the lawmakers who know most 
about government spending, the 
full house and senate generally 
follow their advise pretty closely 


For months there's been a steady 


chorus in congress about cuttirig 
down expenses. 


But—so far, it's just been talk 


The congressmen 
and senators 


don't seem able to agree on what 
or where to cut. 


And when anyone has suggested 


looping a flat five per cent or so 
off the money for some depart- 
ment, he's been shouted down 


Still, there was a feeling that 


expenses ought to be cut. 


This week 19 senators, Demo- 


crats and Republican, decided to 
offer a resolution in congress that 
would do this: 


Tell the president to find some 


way to cut five to 10 per cent off 


the total money voted by congress 
:o run the government for the 
fiscal year starting July 1. 


It Isn't Easy 


That might sound like a simple 


solution. It isn't. First of all, 
the departments and the budget 
bureau feel the figure Mr. Tru- 
man asked for already has been 
cut to the bone. 


Frederick J- Lawton, assistant 


director of the budget, told con- 
gress it wouldn't be very simple. 
For example: 


Some 
government 
expenses 


can't be cut. 
These are called 


"fixed" expenses like the public 
debt, veterans pensions and bene- 
fits, grants to the states, already 
fixe'd by law, and so on. 


The total government expenses, 


for the year starting July 1, will 
be around $42,000,000,000. 
Only 


about $17,000,000,000 of that, as 
Lawton sees it, can be subject to 
cutting. 


So, if there's,to be an over-all 


cut of five to 10 per cent, that 
§17,000,000.000—the only cuttable 
pait—will have to be sliced maybe 
20 per cent 


Anyway, it's not all settled yet. 


The full house and senate will 
have to approve the resolution 
thought up by the 19 senators be- 
fore Mr. Truman is officially told 
to do the cutting. 


And then if Mr. Truman vetoes 


the resolution that throws a 
monkey-wrench m the machinery. 


This is just meant to bring you 


up to date on how things are 
going. Maybe congress will decide, 
before this session is over, to do 
some of its own cutting. 


But don't bet either way. These 


have been six zig-zag months 
and before congress goes home 
no one can say whether it wil' 
zig or zag.

tion bureau. 


As reported from 
Bucharest, 


Romania, where it is published, 
the bulletin declared it is now the 
"cardinal task" of Communists to 
block the spread of Americanism. 


Defensive Nature 


Officials here took an interested 


look at the defensive nztture of 
this declaration. They said that 
this, coupled with the charge that 
the United States is trying to 
"poison" working classes with 
American ideas, indicates the So- 
viet-led Cominform is deeply con- 
cerned over the west's success to 
date in fighting Communism. 


They speculated that this con- 


cern now. dominates top Commu- 
nist thinking in contrast with an 
earlier Communist 
preoccupation 


with expansion of their own pow- 
er and influence. 


This view of what the Com- 


munists themselves may believe is 
in accord with official American 
estimates of the cold war strug- 
gle. According to these, the next 
phase of the battle between west- 
ern influences and Soviet Com- 
munism—apart from Germany— 
may well he in eastern Europe, 
with Yugoslavia providing the ini- 
tial testing ground.

are cited to support this view. On 
the western side these include: 


Here Are Developments 


1. Negotiations between Britain 


and Yugoslavia for an $800,000,- 
000 trade agreement under which 
Yugoslavia would receive badly- 
needed manufactured goods.

Tito. Th'S may take the form of 
intensifying the economic block- 
ade maintained against Yugosla- 
via by the Russian-led eastern 
European Communist countries.

me of an argument I heard years 
ago as to whether or not it 4 was 
unethical to look at cards in your 
opponents' hands if they failed to 
hold them up. 
Bridge is an intellectual game, 


You have certain rights, but on the 
other hand, it is unethical to take 
advantage of certain situations. To 
hesitate with a singleton in order 
to mislead the opponents is con- 
sidered unethical. Watching where, 
your opponents or partner draws 
his card from in order to get a 
count on a suit also is considered 
unethical. 


However, you do have a right to 


make natural deductions from cer- 
tain plays or mannerisms. 
If one 


of the players picks up his cards 
and nervously asks, "Whose deal 
is it?" in all likelihood he has a 
good hand. During the play cer- 
tain mannerisms may guide you. 


Take today's hand for example, i 


which was made by one of the 
country's greatest players. He won 
the opening lead of the five of 
clubs with the king, then led the 
deuce of hearts. East hesitated 
and finally played the eight of 
hearts. 
The queen was played 


from dummy and West won with 
the ace. He returned the queen of 
diamonds which declarer won. The 


of hearts was led and Eait 


played the^nine-spot. Now should 
declarer finesse the ten ? 


Bear in mind what East did 


when the first heart was played. 
He hesitated. If he had only the 
eight and nine of hearts, he would 
have had nothing to hesitate about. 
Therefore, you are within your 
rights to reason that East also 
must hold the jack. 
You must 


finesse the ten, and you make the 
hand. 


You might ask why the ten 


should not be finessed the first 
time. 
If East held the uce and 


hesitated a moment, wondering if 
he should play it, you would then 
lose two heart tricks, one to the 
jack and one to the ace.

of the aerosol bomb used to spray 
DDT. The development was re- 
ported to the convention of the 
National Association of Insecti- 
cide and Disinfectant manufac- 
turers this week. 


E. J. McKernan, Danville, 111., 


of the Research Division of the 
Continental Filling corporation, 
told the Association that the wax 
bombs are being made commer- 
cially. He said: 


"Spray wax has not been suc- 


cessfully sold to the Household 
industry yet because of the high 
cost of spray guns that will de- 
velop pressure necessary for ade- 
quate "application." The aerosol 
bomb was the answer. 


He added that waxes used must 


be of fine texture so as not to 
clog the valve openings, must be 
able to mix with the propellant 
gas so as to be shot out, and must 
remain liquid at low temperatures 
encountered In filling the contain- 
ers. 


Despite these limitations, Mc- 


Kernan said, bombs are being 
produced now containing 
suffi- 


cient wax to cover two automo- 
biles. Development of a container 
carrying a cleaner and a wax 
is underway.

Broyles commission says that the 
majority found no aubversive ac- 
tivities at *wo Chicago colleges 
and "they should have said the 
two institutions and the profes- 
sors were proven not guilty by 
the evidence -and therefore exon- 
erated." 


The statement, issued late yes- 


terday by Rep. Charles Jenkins 
(R-Ch&ago), dissented from the 
commission's majority report of 
the recent legislative investiga- 
tion of the University of Chicago 
and Roosevelt college, Chicago. 


Jenkins is one of two members 


of the Illinois seditious activities 
commission who disagreed with the 
majority report signed by Senator 
Paul Broyles (R-Mt. Vernon), the 
chairman, and 10 other commis- 
sioners. 


Jenkins said the majority report 


does "not condemn the schools or 
the professors except by innuendo 
which we might call guilty by as- 
sumption." 


Barry Dissents 


The other dissenting 
commis- 


sioner is Senator Norman Barry 
(D-Chicago). He also 
reported 


that no subversive activities wer 
found at the colleges. 


In a statement placed today on 


desks of legislators, Jenkins de 
Glared: 


"One of the greatest safeguards 


for 
perpetuation 
of 
American 


ideals lies in scholastic freedom 
in our universities and colleges 
The University of Chicago is an 
outstanding example of the wis 


om of this principle." 
Jenkins said no member of the 
dministration,. faculty or staff" ol 
ither institution "had been shown 
o be_a Communist." 


"There is no-proof of any at- 


empt by faculty members of the 
wo institutions 
to indoctrinate 


tudents with Communism," he 
added. 


The Negro legislator said the 


commission's chief interrogator, J 
B. Matthews of New York, had 
sought "by clever insinuation and 
nnuendo to accomplish by indirec- 
tion wnat he faile dto prove." 


Jenkins said "the practice of 


tagging the Communist label on 
everyone with whom we do not 
agree is so prevalent that we are 
in danger of obscuring the true 
meaning and danger of Commu 
nism." 


"The widespread smears of per 


sons who are not Communists or 
even 
Communist 
sympathizers 


simply divert attention from the 
real dangers," he asserted. 


Opposed to Clubs 


Jenkins urged that student Com 


munist clubs atv both schools b 
disbanded and "not again re-form 
ed under any other name,"

studied in the classroom in rela 
tion to other forms of governmen 
where it can be criticized and ap 
praised." 


He said professors should use 


"utmost care" in joining organiza- 
tions or in permitting use -of their 
names by organizations, and that 
they should resign from 
any 


groups listed by the attorney gen- 
eral as subversive.

New Farm Bill 
By-Passes the 
Brannan Plan 


Washington, June 16— (AP)— 


Bi-partisan support developed to- 
day behind a farm bill which 
would by-pass both the adminis- 
tration's new Brannan plan and 
the Aiken law.due to go into ef- 
fect January 1. 


The new legislation would con- 


tinue rigid 90 per cent of parity 
price props on major crops for 
another year, instead of allowing 
the Aiken law's flexible system 
of supports at 60 to 90 per cent 
of parity to go into effect. 


(Parity is a system intended to 


set a fair relationship between 
farm prices and the cost of things 
farmers must buy.) 
* The new bill will be taken up 
by a House Agriculture subcom- 
mittee tomorrow. Chairman Page 
(C-Ga.) said he is determined to 
set aside the Aiken flexible sup-, 
port program. He stands for rigid 
price supports. 


The Aiken law, passed by the 


Republican-controlled 80th con- 
gress, authorizes flexible supports 
ranging froqi 60 to 90 per cent of 
parity on major crops, and zero 
to 90 per cent on others. 


The new administration plain is 


designed to support farm income 
at a "prosperity" level, while at 
the same time providing consum- 
ers with lower prices for perisha- 
ble foods—especially meats, dairy

Mohne. HI., June 16—CAP)—A 


new wage contract has been sign- 
ed by all CIO United Auto Work- 
ers Union locals at seven Deere 
& Company plants. 


The new contract gives workers 


in some 50 job 
classifications 


wage boosts ranging from a min- 
imum of* five cents hourly to a 
maximum of 7 cents hourly, a 
union spokesman said. 


Officials of the company jand 


union said no figures were avail- 
able for the range of the present 
wage scale. 


Other provisions of the contract 


give employes with 15 years em- 
ployment 
annual 
vacations of 


three weeks. All but probationary 
employes, receive two weeks vaca- 
tions. Included in the contract is 
an improved pension plan. 


Sam Grogg, UAW local presi- 


dent, said the "package" increase 
amounts to about nine cents hour- 
ly, including average piece work 
rates -to be paid on all holidays. 


Workers at the Union Malleable 


Iron works were the last to sign 
the new contract, under negotia- 
tion since March 23. They agreed 
to terms yesterday. Other plants 
where contracts have been signed 
are at Waterloo, Dubuque, Ottum- 
wa and Des Moines, la., and the 
Harvester and Spreader Works in 
East Moline, 111. 


The new agreement is to be ef- 


fective for 30 months.

Farmers Must 


File for Aid 


Potato growers who desire to 


take advantage of the 1949 Potato 
Price Support Program must file 
application- for a certificate of 
eligibility with the county agri- 
culture conservation committee by 
July 8, 1949 
This announcement 


was made today by the Lee county 
A.A.A. committee. 


The committee explained that 


producers are eligible only if the 
1949 plantings on all their farms 
are within the acreage goal which 
was established or is recognized 
for the farm. 
Although com- 


mercial goals were not established 
for individual farms in this county 
an automatic goal is recognized 
for each farm. This goal is the 
smaller of the 1949 planted acre- 
age or 2.9 acres. 


A service fee in the minimum 


amount of $3.00, or otheiwise 
computed at the rate of $1.00 per 
acre times the goal acres, times 
the interest of the grower m the 
potatoes, is charged and must be 
paid at the time of filing applica- 
tion.

Thomas 
Hutson, said the CIO 


United Auto Workers also had 
accepted it. 


Hutson 
had announced that 


Raymond Berndt, UAW district 
director, had assured him the 
UAW local 9 at South Bend had 
accepted the governor'-s plan to 
an immediate end of the strike. 


However, Berndt said in South 


Bend that the union had made no 
such agreement. He said in part: 
"All reports of union acceptance 
of any peace proposal are com- 
pletely false and without founda- 
tion. So far as we are concerned 
the strike is still on in full effect 
and will stay on until the* duly 
-elected negotiating committee of 
local 9 has negotiated a settlement 
that is satisfactory to our mem- 
bership." 


The governor's proposal called 


for a return to work and resump- 
tion of negotiations. If no settle- 
ment were reached in two weeks, 
a fact finding panel would^ be 
named to study the dispute and 
report within 30 days. 


The strike, involving 6,100 pro- 


duction workers, started April 20 
atter 47 workers were laid off in 
the brake shoe department. The 
discharge and the pay rates in the 
department have been the major 
issu*s in the dispute.
